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Report of Health Officer 



The law requires physicians to report to the health officer all 
cases of communicable disease. When no physician is in attend- 
ance the head of the family must report to the health officer by let- 
ter, postal or other means any case in his family which he knows 
or suspects to be communicable. 

For the year ending 1920 the following diseases have been re- 
ported from Proctor: Chicken pox, 15; diphtheria, 5; erysipelas, 
I: influenza, 141; measles, 20; mumps, 36; pneumonia, 25; scarlet 
fever, 4; whooping cough, 7. 

Du ring the year the Health Officer has examined 291 children 
in the schools of the town and found 228 defects- 
There were 158 pupils with defective teeth, 53 with defective 
throats and 17 had defective eyesight. 

Diseased teeth are the most common defect. The dictim "a 
diseased tooth is either good enough to be filled or bad enough to 
be pulled" is true with but few exceptions. Diseased tonsils are 
associated with diseased teeth too often to' be a co-incidence. After 
the tonsils are infected they too are a source of danger. That in- 
fection of one organ is often the cause of general ill health is now 
known by nearly all. It has been found that other infections like 
measles, diphtheria and scarlet fever are less prevalent in schools 
where attention is given to keeping the children normal. 

No attempt at treatment has been suggested in pointing out 
defects as we believe the family physician and dentist can best do 
this after studying each child. 

Common sense attention to the variations from normal is 
urged upon parents and children. Cleanliness, fresh air and proper 
food are urged as of prime importance while anything tending to 
make the child introspective or "neurotic" is carefully avoided. 

Attention is called to the fact that no child can be re-admitted 
lo school after being in quarantine unless he brings a notice of re- 
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lease signed by the health officer. Teachers neglecting this are sub- 
ject to prosecution. No family can be released by any one but the 
health officer and the head of the family is subject to prosecution if 
those quarantined go out in public without a release. Quarantined 
families are furnished with an application for release when quaran- 
tined and the release is sent as soon as the application is received. 

The value of the health officer is in proportion to the extent 
to which you use him and work with him. He welcomes any op- 
portunity to meet you publicly or in private to explain health mat- 
ters or answer questions.

Tho legal voters iii Town Meeting of the Town of Proctor, Vermont, 
are hereby wai-ued. to meet .at the Yillago liall in (he village of Proctor, 
on Tuesday, the 1st day of March, A. D' 1'921, at 11:00 a. m., to vote on 
the following rualt.crs, to wit: — 

1. To ehooso a Moderator to govern said meeting. 

2, To see if the town will eanpower and authorize the selectmen to 
appoint one or more road commissioners. 

3- To choose the necessary town officers for the ensuing year. 

4. To see if tlie town will vo-te to j-aise more than twenty cents on 
the dollar highway iiix as required by law. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise money by taxation oi . other- 
^•ise to pay current expeiuscs to meet the state iiighway„ st<itp school and 
X)t.hcr state t<ixes and the indebtedness of the town and to see when tlu^ 
same, and other taxes tlmt may be voted, shall he payable. 

6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate a poi-tion of the high- 
Amy fund, not to exceed ten per cent of ihe total amount thei-oof , to ^be 
expended in construc^ting and maiiutaining sidcwallvs. and to make other 
appro]) ria ti on therefor. 

7. To see if the town will vote to accept the prox-'isions of Sections 
889 to 895 inclusive of the General Laws for the collection of taxes by Hie 
town treasurer. 

8. To see if the town will take advantage of Sections 807 to 875 
inclusive of the General Laws relating to the assessment and collection c)f 
poll taxes. 

9. To see if the town will vote any compensation to Unm ofticers. 

10. To see if the town., njnder the provisions of Section 1463 of tho 
General Laws, will vote to contract with the Proctor" Fiee Library to 
fui-nish books to the inhabitants of the town free and to appi-oprinte money 
therefor. 

11. To see if the town will vote to aiitliorize the seloctmm to borrow 
money for the temporary use of the town. 

12. To see if the town will vote to defray exiioaisos of surety bonds 
where bonds are required by law. 

13. To sec if the t^owu will vote to raise nioney in excess of the 
amount j-eqnired by law to 1)C expended in improving its highways an<] in 
accorda.nce with the provisions of Section 4591 of the GcneraJ Laws. 

14. To .*«ee if the town will vote to appro])riate money for the caro 
and em.l)(?illishmcnt of the Rivenside Cemeteiy, and if so, how much. 

15. To see if the to\m will vote to appi-opriate money to sprinkle 
the streets in the village of Proctor, and if so, how much.. 

And to transact any other business that may come before said meeting.
